Although Seeden has known the 
Ling syatems: for over one hundred 
years, it has not been popular there.

achools, it has vot Aourished to avy 
eteatexteot. Why ie that? The rea- 
pon la that the system has in wost, 
Gaeces been taught Sy mi itary peracon, 
which ie proper for erldicra, bul aot 
for those who want to du gy muastics 
for pleasure as well ag for health, ; 
Aside from that, iC still has another 
weak point, it has no exercises fit for 
children when we compare it with the 
Danish myatem. A child, capecially a 
little child, canvot work with a few 
muscles while the others are ia ceni- 
parative rest, In addition to that, a 
child cauuct make distinction between 
a wrong anda correct position, Gym- 
wantics for children should give the 
outioor life in concentrated form, ‘but 


we must understand thatit is one of]: 


the ingenious inventions of culture. 
Small children are ‘just like small 
wavages. Hard. work and injurious 
positions have not yet: spoiled . their 
bodies. What they need is primarily 
motion and as far as possible, exercis- 
eain the form of games or: exercises 
related to games. It is not our aim to 
make soldicra, but to teach children 
to play in a good. way aud bring even 
the aost timid ones into the game. 
Here ‘ia where the Dauish Ling system 
has its most prominent feature. The 
Danish Physical Trainiug | institute, 
which is about fifteen years old,. has 
been directed by teachers of excellent 
pedagogical, as: well as gymnastic 
ability, and the pupils from that insti- 
tute have been ig most cases ordinary 
teachers with-the practical experience 
of handling children. ° This is the dif- 
ference ‘which now -éxista between 
Danish.and Swedish Ling system— 
the difference being expreased mainly. 
in our graded school gymnastics. As 


the system compels 8 to cleave tothe] , 


correct forms, the art: of: giving the 
tight) kind of-exercises lies ‘in. .choos- 
ing'thos: exercises which may uot by 
any means be wrongly executed. In 
choosing games, we strive to give them 
the casiest kind, as aingiog games, 
games for imitations,,cte., and. espec- 
fally where there is something. to do 
for many children, or. games where 


every child is playing. It is: most im- 


Portant to hold the interest, but we 
‘must not do it.in'a way. that- we con- 
sider pleasure the only object. The 


‘pleasure must be combined with the 


effort of training harmonious and 
strong bodies, However, there are 
but few teachers gifted in this way, .
